Fort Pitt Ranch 


What bids fair to be one of the 
largest farms yet opened in this 
Western country is at present be- 
ing developed at Fort Pitt Ranch, 
near Leighton, a new station on 
the C.N.R. line now building, 
and about 35 miles north-east of 
Stratumore.

Very little flax has been threshed 
so far, but as most of the crop was 
harvested in good time, it should 
prove a very profitable crop. 

Mr. Thos. Crawford, two miles 
east of town, has his threshing well 
advanced, and has so far averaged 
acrop of 50 bushels to the acre of 
barley, and 30 of wheat, all of good 
quality. Mr. F. M. Dewitt’s barley 
averaged 50 bushels to the acre of 
good quality. Mr. J C. Nelson, 
south of town is threshing go bus.

TIONS — MR VICKERY EX- 


PRESSES HIMSELF 


A letter was read from Mr C. W. 
Chase, resigning his membership 
of the Public Health Board 

Mr Chase’s resignation was ac- 
cepted, the Mayor stating that Mr 
Chase had been a very useful mem- 
ber of the Board, and they were 
sorry to lose his services ‘ 

A letter was also read from Mr 
W, Vickery, resigning h's position 
as chairman of the Board, The 
reasons Which impelled his resigna- 
tion, wrote Mr Vickery, were the 
inadequate facilities afforded by the 
Public Health Act for enforcing the 
sunitation of the town, The Board 
could not do anything worth while 
unless there was a proper sewage 
and water system. Mr Vickery 
also stated that he considered the 
action of the Council very petty in 
awarding the contract for the side- 
walks to local men, although an 
outside contractor had sent in a 
tender $300 lower. He had seen 
it stated in the Standard that the 
action of the Council was impelled 
by patriotism, and would meet 
with the approval of the vast major- 
ity of the ratepayers, He did not 
igree with that kind of policy, how- 
ever, and said soin rather sarcastic 
language 

It was agreed to ask Mr Vickery 
to reconsider his resignation. The 
Mayor said that he did not see that 
the sidewalks had anything to do 
with the Public Health Board, 
though in any case the Council was 
fully convinced that the action jt 
took with the sidewalks was quite 
right. Everyone, however, was 
entitled to their own opinions 


DANGER TO CHILDREN 


A letter was read from Mr R, 
Barr, pointing out the danger to 
children that existed in allowing 
them to play on the lots adjacent to 
the Fire Hall, where the horses 
were hitched, He had_ noticed 
several children actually among the 
feet of his own horses. If they had 
not been quiet animals some of the 
children would have been killed 

With regard to Mr Barr's letter 
it was stated that the lots in ques- 
tiou were not the property of the 
Council, and they had not the power 
to keep children off them. It was 
really a matter for the parents of 
these children to look after

The following is the compietion 
of Mr Jas Heatley's article on the 
weather, etc., of season 1912, the 
remainder of which appeared in our 
special edition. This portion did 
not appear with the rest owing to 
delay in the mails, which prevented 
us having it in time for our special 
issue :— 

September roth and 11th splendid 
days, 12th cooler-and breezy but 
good ripening day, 13th sharp and 
pretty cloudy, 14th and 15th nice 
days, “Some frost; 16th and 17th 
warm, 18th showery, cooler; 19th 
rain showers, 20th and atst geod 
days, 22nd quite wet, 23rd moist in 
the morning, 24th to 3oth good 
haryest weather (morning of the 
24th severe frost damaging to any 
immature grain.) 

My comments on the harvest can 
only be few, in fact as I write cutt- 
ing is just barely completed in the 
neighborhood. Personally I fin- 
ished cutting before the last days 
of September, though, taking ad- 
vantage of favorable weather | 
allowed some early sown grain to 
remain nearly 5% months in the 
soil, doing my best to secure all of 
the secondary growth I spoke ot at 
the beginning of this article. This 
I managed to get in very fairly 
matured shape, thanks to (as you 
will see from my weather record) 
there being no frost keen enough to 
hurt my grain before 24th Septem- 
ber, that is, 17 days later than last 
year. The absence of snow also 
has continued a feature of the whole 
season, not having any at all here 
up to the date on which I sign this. 
Even the usual Equinox disturbance 
of September 20 passed off harm- 
less. Threshing has commenced in 
good earnest around me. Person- 
ally like others whose grain is not 
hardened enough to thresh, I am 
taking advantage of the beautiful 
drying weather with which October 
has opened, to stack, and there 
should be some interval for fall 
plowing, even though the harvest 
has concluded no earlier than last 
year. The stubbles are wonder- 
fully moist when uncovered, and 
we hope for a moderate winter

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All trans-Pacific recoras are 
expected to be broken when the 
Canadian Pacific Railway puts into 
service its two new steamships 
the ‘*Empress of Russia” and the 
‘*Empress of Asia.” The ‘“ Em- 
press of Russia” was launched a 
couple of weeks ago at the yards 
of the Fairfield Shipbuilding and 
Engineering Company at Glasgow, 
Scotland, and as a result, will be 
the first of the two new vessels to 
feel the swells of the Pacific. In 
the meantime, while the vessel is 
being completed, much discussion 
is heard among traffic men as to 
just what effect the new boats will 
have on trans-Pacific shipping. 
Canadian Paciac Officials them- 
selves believe that the introduction 
of the new boats into the service 
between Canada and the Orient 
will mark a new epoch in traffic on 
the Pacific. Certain it is, however, 
that whatever other results are felt, 
all present records for fast voyage 
between Canada and Japan and 
Chioa will be considerably lowered. 
The ‘* Empress of Japan” at pres- 
ent holds the record for the fastest 
voyage across the Pacific, having 
made the distance between Van- 
couver and Yokohama in 10 days, 
1o hours, and 4 minutes, and be- 
tween Vancouver and Hong Kong 
in 17 days, to hours, and 16 min- 
utes, exclusive of stops, The 
** Japan,” however, has only a con- 
tracted speed of 18 knots on the 
measured mile and 16 knots on a 
sea trip, while the new ‘* Empress” 
steamers are designed for a speed of 
20 knots per hour, The great ad- 
vantage in speed will undoubtedly 
mean a big reduction in the dura» 
tion of a trans-Pacific voyage, and 
in fact, some shipping men are of 
the opinion that the ‘t Empress of 
Russia" will cut almost 24 hours 
off the ‘‘ Empress ot Japan” Van- 
couver-Yokohoma record

DICTS RUIN 
OF WOOL TRADE 


\ Boston Authority Compares the Wool 
Tariff of Canada With That of 
United States. 


In view of efforts to promote the 
Faising of cheep in Alberta the follow. 
ing extract written by a well-known 
American authority on economic trade 
questions, Mr T. O. Marvin of Boston, 
is significant as showing the very close 


relationship or interdependence of the | 


manufacturers of woolen goods and 
the production of wool and sheep ra‘s 


“ing. He quotes figures to show that 


the number of sheep in Canada fell 
from 3,155,000 in 1871 to 2,106,000 in 
1910, while the number in the United 
States increased from 27,786,000 in 1870 
to 41,899,000 in 1910. He then goes on 
to say: 

“The decline of sheep raising and 
the decline of wool manufacturing in 
Canada have naturally and tnevitably 
gone on hand in hand. The 2,645 wool 
en looms of 1899 have faller to a 
nominal 2,034 in 1907; the number of 
spindles have shrunk from 194,086 to 
188,254. Of this machinery in exist: 
ence only a part was in actual oper 
ation, Many mills were entirely 
closed. Canadian mills manufactured 
a@ smaller quantity of Canadian wool 
in 1908 than they had consumed in 
1871, The total consumption of for- 
eign and domestic wool in Cana 
dian wool manufacture in 1908 was 
only 18,000,000 pounds. In the United 
States the amount of domestic and for. 
eign wool consumed in 1909 was 674, 
000,009 pounds. That is, the United 
States, with twelve times the popula 
tion of Canada, consumed forty-four 
times as much wool in its native manu 
facturing. 

“The total value of the product of 
all the woolen mills in Canada is not 
far from $12,000,000 a year, Imports 
of foreign goods of a foreign price of 
$21,400,000 supply about two-thirds of 
the clothing of the Canadian people, 
Fifty years ago, says the Canadian 
Textile Journal, the very reverse was 
the case as regards both the wool 
grower and the manufacturer, and the 
reverse is also the case in the United 
Btates today, where over three-fifths 
of the raw wool manufactured in the 
pountry is grown on the backs of Am 
erican sheep, and where out of $400, 
000,000 worth of woolen goods annu 
ally consumed, according to the census 
of 1905, $380,934,000 worth were made 
in the country. The protection given 
to woolen cloths and dress goods in the 
(United States, above the duty compen- 
pating manufacturers for the duty on 
Taw wool, is 50 and 66 per cent, ad 
valorem. This is the rate of the 
Aldrich-Payne tariff law. It was the 
rate of the Dingley _ law preceding. 
The protection given to cloths and 
dress goods in Canada is nominally 85 
per cent.; that-is, this is the general 
tariff rate. But the Imperial prefer- 
ence to similar British goods has re 
duced this rate in practice to 80 per 
cent. This is the protection which 
Canadian mills receive against the 
mills of Yorkshire. It has proved to 
tally inadequate. The Canadian wool 
manufacture is breaking down, al- 
though, to quote again the Canadian 
Textile Journal, the average Canadian 
mill is as well equipped as the avera e 
Yorkshire mill, except .or its adapta 
bility for the production of shoddy 
goods. A 30 per cent. protection does 
not bridge the difference in the cost 
of production between Canada and the 
United Kingdom—and because it does 
not do go it is almost equivalent in t's 
consequenecs to downright free trade.”
